Sin,—My attention has been directed to 
paragraph which appeared in your issuo 
of the 19th inst. under the heuding 
“Phe ‘Canton-Haukow Railway.—Hong- 
kong Shares - Are-they recognised 1” and 
purported to be a ¢ mmunication from 
your Canton correspondent. :

Sai Ngam are among the number) to be 
their sgonts under edrtain Ruley and 
Regulations drawn * up:by the Company 
to invite subscription for shares, ‘and to 
collect tho first call of $1.00: per + 
on allotment. aera. : 

Article 7 of these Rules aud Regulations 
provides that the agents should keep al 
monoys recotved by them forahares allotted 
thr ugh their respective agencies till tho 
Company is duly and legally registered in 
the Roard of Commerce as a Company man., 
aged entirely by merchants ; and Article B 
provi further that whon such registra- 
tion is effected the Company may then send 
their deputy to Hongkong and recaiye tho 
moncy in their hands. 

In the month of July 1906 the pro- 
yisional directors of the Company, in spite 
of tho fact that the Company was still 
unrogistered, demanded from the 24 agents 
above mentioned to hand over to them all 
the moneys in their hands which my 
clients absolutely refused to do on the 
ground that such an act would constitute 
a breach of the terms of Article 7 of the 
Rules and Regulations under which thoy 
became agents.

(Fram. Our Correspondent.) 
.. Lervon, Feb. 20. 

Wasninaton—WWork will begin next 
month on the construction of defence 
works at Manila-that will make the capltal 
of the Philippines one of the strongest 
“fortresses in the Far East. Tho sum of 
$0,500;000 will be spent during the noxt 
twelves months, and when this has been 
done, Manila will sorve every purpose. the 
United States requires, aa a first clses 

naval bad. . 


For six wonths the naval and wilitary 
oxperts at Washington, sitting aga joint’ 
board, bave been-drawing up plans for the 
defence of the Philippines, Ab first, the 


naval members of the board wished to 
make Subig Bay, to the North of Manila, 
tlie chief naval base of the Philippines, 
but as it.would require at lonst 10,000 
men to defend Subig Bay from a land 
attack, it was ‘decided to make Manila tho 
headquarter for the large fleet of warships 
that America herenfter sll ntaintuin in 
Far Eastern waters. aie a 

The key of thy. defences will be Curre- 
gidor island, almost in tho centra of the 
entrance to Manila Bay, botween Cavito 
and Batuan: provinces. “The sveondary 
tlefences srill -bo Cabolio, Curahio, nud 
Fraile islets, forming stopping atonos across 
the bay entrance behind Corregidor, On 
Corregidor Istund, six batteries of ten inch 
gnnsare to bo placed. Owing tu the peculiar 
formation of the iland, they will be ranged 
at an altitwle of 600 feet nbove tho sea, 
giving them a tremendous ndvantago. On 
the other side of the island a wharf, 
hésital, barrackis and magazine will be built. 
anda short electric railway will connect 
the magazine with the atte! Tha 
25th. Company of Coast Artillery, now at 
Fort Monoe, Virginia, will anil for Manila 
on April Gth to take chargo of the 
Corregidor defences. 

The defences ui Cudolle, Carabso and 
Frailo islands will consist of ten-ineh guns, 


and smaller batterica of quick firera to}- 


guard against torpedo boats trying to run 
into the harbor, Powerful searchlights( 
will be built which will allow fiery inch of 
the bay entrance to he brought into clear 
daylight on the darkest night. The huge 
floating drydock Dowey which is large 
enough to accommodate a battleship will 
be taken to Manila from Subig Bay, where 
it now is. ‘Tho naval arsenal at Cavito 
Town, just south of Manila, on tho East 
shore of Manila Bay, will bebrought up 
to the highest state or efficiency; sv that 
almost any repair to a warship eau be 
done.

The land defences to the rear of Manila 
will consist of a series of forts, and amall 
gunboats on Laguna de Bay, a large take, 
south east of Manila. Tho marsby nature

owth, behind Manila, constitute natural 

efences that will prove a great assistance 
if ever Manila has to be defended against 
aland foo. Itie conceded at Washington 
that in the event of a war with Japan, the 
Japanesa could land a strong force on 
Luzon Island, to attack Manila, without 
difficulty, but army officers assort that a 
hundred thousand Japanese acting in con- 
junction with the whole of the Mikado’s 
fleet could not capture Manila, onco the 
defences now piannéd are completed.”
